They had 
unhitched from their plows,'thoir mow- 
irs nnd thoir reapers, and left them in 
tho field until the rain was over. 
Ec- 


onomical and sensible farmers always 
do HO. It most bo remembered that 
they never leave their farming machin- 
ery in the field except when they an 
in use. Some people condemn 
the 


practice of opposing agricultural imple- 
ments to tho weather, but they nocin to 
forget thnt it is n most excellent way to 
test their durability—and make thorn 
chonp. 
Tho corn was n« high as a man's head, 


and apparently rir.o. I noticed thnt 
some had boon husked, while hay-cocks 
wore standing about in proper irrogu 
larity waiting for 
tho prairie firei. 


I didn't see any rivulets of milk and 
honey, but how en earth can tho "hard 
times" long survive againit such deter- 
mined and persistent opposition ?
